whoso improvements shall he the greatest 
on such hit, on compliance with tho terms 
of sale which shall then bo in existence.

We know no movement better calculated 
to unite the various elements of tho British 
population in this Colony, than by carrying 
out as soon as practicable the proposition 
made in the Assembly to organize the mi- 
litia. Ono moiety perhaps of all British 
subjects here are from the United King- 
dom ; the other from the British North 
American provinces and other Colonies. 
J5v organizing tlio militia, it would be 
known who are British subjects and who 
me not. The occasional meetings for drill 
would have its social advantages, and be- 
sides foster a healthy national feeling. 
Both are desirable, and both would have a 
good tendency. Hence the movement de- 
serves encouragement from the powers that 
be. Vi e do not believe that the time re- 
quired for drill would be generally felt as 
a burdensome tax; but that a cordial assent 
would be given, and drill days hailed with 
pleasure. Indepcndontof any possible con- 
tingency arising from our unsettled relations 
with the United States, making it necessary 
to call tho militia into active service, it is 
advisable as a precautionary measure against 
an Indian outbreak. The extension of our 
settlements, tho encroachment on their 
hunting and fishing grounds, the altered 
policy in relation to punishment for crime, 
render the chances of collision greater every 
day. We are unwise if we expect to live 
alwaysatpeacc with them. Then to bo ready 
to protect our hearths against a ruthless at- 
tack from savages is pre-eminently a duty, 
und in organizing the militia wo but follow 
the dictates of self-preservation 

BlJRNABY AN D MOBERLY CAPTURED BY In- 
tiiaxs. — Capt. Kirk arrived on Wednesday 
morning from New Westminster, with dis- 
patches from Justice Spaulding to his Ex- 
cellency, stating that Mr. Burnaby and Mr. 
Moberly, of tho Lands and Works Depart- 
ment of British Columbia, with two men, 
were captured by Indians, near tho mouth 
of Burrough's Inlet, and held has hostages, 
till some half dozen of the tribe who were 
in jail at Langley were liberated. The 
party left New Westminster on Wednesday 
tho 10th, in search of coal. A Frenchman 
who is living down tho north entrance with 
the Indians, passing the camp, saw Mr. 
Moberly, who sent a letter up to Mr. Spaul- 
ding, acquainting him with their situation 
and asking rissistanceto rescue them, A num- 
ber of volunteers offered to go to their as- 
sistance; but the Magistrate objected. A 
party of soldiers had been dispatched ; but 
it was doubtful if they could reach them. 

The supineness exhibited by the local 
authorities or people in not trying to rescue 
them at once from their perilous position de- 
serves tho severest censure. The friends of 
the gentlemen here offered to form a party 
of volunteers and charter the Eliza Ander- 
son to liberate them ; but the government 
assured them that tho Plumper would pro- 
ceed to their assistance at once. It appears, 
however, she did not leave till yesterday. 

More Soi.ninits Landed, — We learn that 
the Julia landed 250 more soldiers at San 
Juan on Wednesday overling. More were 
rixpce.ted to land to-day.

NEW ZEALAND. 

The Governor-General of New Zealand, 
Sir T. G. Brpwno, rccontly took the Chair

From tho Dalles. 

Dr. Fitch Safe— 13 Indian's Killed.— 
Wo learn from the Journal that Dr. Fitch 
had arrived at the Dalles, having, in Com- 
pany with font men, oscaped from the In- 
dians while they were revelling and dancing 
over the scalp of a white man. Two of 
those escaped, wandered from their com- 
panions and have not reached tho Dalles. 
The Indians were mounted on V, S. horses 
and mules. They drove off tho horse- and 
cattle belonging to the reservation. Thoy 
murdered thirteen squa'VS and children be- 
longing to the reservation, A postscript to 
the •]i'inritti/'.i article says: — ■ 

"There was at least four hundred war- 
riors who had hilled quite a number of 
women and children, and taken a number 
of captives. Tho doctor and his compan- 
ions had but barely made their escape, 
when the Indians completely surrounded 
and commenced firing at the windows of 
tho block-house. As soon as they found 
that they had made their escape, they ran- 
sacked the building anil decamped. The 
Tygh Valley party succeeded in re-eaptu- 
ring live oxen and a women and child.— 
Portland Advertiser,

WASHINGTON AND OREGON PRESS. 

By the arrival of tho Eliza Anderson we 
fire placed in possession of Pugot Sound and 
Oregon papers to the 13th August. 

Much speculation was rife on the streets 
of Portland yesterday, in relation to the 
policy of Oon Harney in sending troops to 
San Juan, while a dispute is going on be- 
tween the representatives of the two gov- 
ernmonta on the Boundary Commission. 
Many claimed tliat Harney acted under 
orders from Washington, while others de- 
clared that he acted from an implied au- 
thority, as commander in charge of the 
American forces of the North Pacific di- 
vision. Of course the General has not 
taken this course unadvisedly, and without 
counting the chances for a formidable re- 
sistance tn his project. Having taken this 
istcp, the Rubicon is crossed and he cannot 
retrace his steps, without bringing disgrace 
upon himself, and dishonor upon his Gov- 
ernment.— Portland Advertiser, 

High-minded Americans not Hoard. 

We have received a communication 
signed ' Merchant,' touching the propriety 
of Gen. Harney's act in ordering the occu- 
pation of San Junn by U. S. Troops. The 
writer, we think, labors under a mistake 
relative to Gen. Harney's object in doing 
so, and we further deem it not a proper 
time for the public expression of tho senti- 
ments of the writer, and that such expres- 
sion would have a tendency to injury at 
this juncture of affairs. — 1610. 

No Joint Occupation. 

It is well understood, that all efforts of 
the commissioners to settle the dispute 
about the right to San Junn, had proved 
perfectly fruitless. Tho ultimatum of their 
instructions, left the mutter still a bone of 
national strife and contention. Gen. Har- 
ney will eiupl iv, if necessary, all bis force, 
to maintain military possession of the is- 
land, in defiance of the British men-of-war, 
and we think ho will not sutler a joint 
military occupation of the island by Amer- 
ican and British arms. 

We firmly believe that no representative 
of British authority should ho permitted for 
a moment upon that soil, if his presence 
there was to indicate British dominion. 
We believe that the floating of Brkish col- 
ors ns a token of British occupancy over 
the island of San Juan, offensive, invasive, 
and entirely unjustifiable. But while 
maintaining these views, as the matter is 
in the bunds of Commissioners here — as 
Loth sides will soon be heard by the two 
Governments — let us await their action in 
the premises, and let not our people by any 
acts, either with British residents or with 
those usurping authority there, entangle 
and render the question more compli-l 
'cated. — Pioneer if- Democrat. 

Capt Provost, the English Commissionr, 
has entirely failed to accomplish his object 
with Commissioner Campbell, in desiring 
joint occupancy of the island. — ibid. 

In justice to Mr. Campbell, we stale, 
from rcliablo information, that he knew 
nothing of tin; movements of (ion. Harney 
witil Capt. Pickett was under orders,— nor 
has he been officially informed of it except 
through Capt. Pickett on tho island. 

The responsibility of the whole matter 
rests with Gen, Harney, and on him alone. 
Ho decided to protect tho Americans on 
the island, after hearing their petition on 
his recent visit. He takes tho position that 
the British authorities of Vancouver Island 
forfeited any claims to treaty stipulations 
by attempting to take an /tmerican citizen 
from the island to Victoria for trial. — ibid. 

The force which left Stoilncoom, con- 
sisted of Id.) men, Col. Casey in command, 
with Cnpts. Hunt, Moloney, and English, 
Lieuts. Connor, nod Kellogg. 

We understand that Gen. Harney has 
nlso given orders to call on the Governor

A joint commission was to run tho boun- 
dary. Tho American Commissioner had 
full powers and discretion to run the 
boundary lino according to the treaty. The 
British Commissioner did nut have such 
powers and discretion, but tho treaty was 
construed for him, and he had positive or- 
ders not to give up a portion of the 
territory. , 

We thank God we have, in the command- 
ing officer ot the Department of Oregon, a 
man equal to any anil all emergencies in 
the protection of American citizens in this 
north-west coast and wo will say to our co- 
temporary of the C0l01u.1t, and to British 
officials generally, that notwithstanding 
their Ganges, their Tribune, their Battel- 
lite and their Plumper, wo havo no fears 



that American rights will he trifled with j 
hereafter in this quarter. — ibid.

The trial of the Indian, Ilargo Yesk, for 
the murder of J. Ncwbirdiu 18oG,was post- 
poned. 

Struohnith, an Indian, charged with nn 
assault with a deadly weapon, was ar- 
raigned, but owing to legal informalities dis- 
charged, lie was subsequently arrested. 

The trial of Luska, an Indian, for the 
murder of an Indian woman on Humboldt 
street, in May, was postponed. 

Thursday, August 18. 

Regi.va vs. ITargoyesk: Owing to the 
absence of material witnesses, this case was 
postponed till August "Jii. 

RCCINA VS. QL ANTLN AMI II IKXII'CI.IX. 

Quantun was indicted for cutting and 
wounding a squaw named Kowtulz with 
intent to kill, and Iliknipulun for aiding 
and abetting. A plea of nut guilty was 
entered. 

Crown Solicitor Pearkos for prosecution, 
and Attorney General Cary for defence. 

Mr. YVm. Flmin was called and deposed 
he saw both prisoners, on the 27th -July, on 
the Victoria Bridge That one of tho pris- 
oners assaulted a squnAV, and took her 
blanket from her. That the woman escaped 
from him and ran on the bridge towards 
Victoria; when about halfway across the 
bridge she was met by another Indian, who 
also assaulted and stabbed her. lie swore 
positively to the identity of the prisoners, 
and had assisted in enpturing them. 

James Murphy and Edward Green de- 
livered evidence corroborative of the fust 
witness. 

Mr. Poarkes then produced the woman 
who was stabbed in court, and she, through 
nn interpreter, identified the prisoners ns 
the parties who assaulted her. 

The Attorney General then alluded to 
the difficulty of obtaining Indian evidence 
correctly and ils general unreliability ; ad- 
mitted that one of the prisoners struck the 
woman, but that neither of them stabbed 
her, and brought several Indian witnesses 
to prove that an Indian named Soenmtun, 
nut in custody, was the man who committed 
the offenco. 

The Jury returned a verdict of guilty 
against both prisoners. 

His Honor said that he should defer pass- 
ing sentence until all the Indian cases had 
been tried. 

The court then adjourned until to-morrow
